Sixty people, practically traveling 
in a special train, carrying carloads of 
scenery, is about the make up of that 
big musical organization which comes 
to the Majestic Theater next week.

Frank Frost Abbott in 
Scribner’s Magazine tells us some¬ 
thing of the agitation among the Ro¬ 
man women in the days of Cato and 
the resemblance to recent events is 
startling. He says: 

The bold methods which they used 
in carrying their plans to a successful 
issue shocked the sedate historian 
Livy, who tells us that the matrons 
could be kept at home neither by per¬ 
suasion, nor by a sense of modesty, 
nor by the authority of their hus¬ 
bands. They blocked up all the streets 
of the city and the approaches to the 
forum, importuning men as they 
came dow r n to the forum to vote for 
the restoration of their rights. The 
leader of the party opposed to them 
was Cato, who held display in dress 
and the new woman in like abhor¬ 
rence. These are the two topics upon 
which he descants in his indignant 
speech against the repeal of the law. 
He cynically asks the women: "Are 
your ways more winning in public 
than in private and with other wo¬ 
men's husbands than your own? And 
yet not even at home ought you to 
'■oncern yourselves with the laws 
which are passed or repealed here. 
Our fathers have not wished women 
f o manage even their private affairs 
without the direction of a guardian, 
they have wanted them to he under 
the control of their parents, their 
brothers, and their husbands. Wt, 
by our present action, if the gods per¬ 
mit it, are letting them go into poli¬ 
tics even, we are letting them appear 
in the forum, and take a hand at pub¬ 
lic meetings and in the voting 
booths.” Cato closes his appeal to the 
nen with this gloomy picture of the 
future: “Pray, whn will they not

While some of them are 
representative of allegorical subjects, 
a large number of settings have been 
worked at in the same way as the 
pieces upon the stage. Not only will 
there be more of these floats In San 
Francisco’s celebration than ever be 
fore, but many of them will be the 
largest ever built. Unique effects, 
such as cascades of real water are 
being perfected for the floats and will 
set a new mark for other festivals to 
aim at. 

Strange to the eyes of the modern 
world will be some of the scenes to 
be portrayed in the Portola parades. 
One of the most interesting of them 
will be a representation of “The Driv¬ 
ing of the Last Spike,”a reproduction 
of a part of the scene at Promontory, 
Utah, on May 16, 1869. when a golden 
spike driven into the yielding wood 
of a railroad tie, officially joined the 
Union Pacific and Central Pacific rail¬ 
roads, and made possible a transcon¬ 
tinental journey by steam-driven en¬ 
gines. The background of the picture 
is to be a cunningly contrived struc¬ 
ture of wood, representing an old- 
fashioned locomotive, with wide cow¬ 
catcher and large smokestack, long 
ago discarded with the development 
of railroad equipment, but which in 
those days was a marvel of mechani¬ 
cal contrivance. A real engine bell 
and whistle will announce its ap¬ 
proach at street crossings. 

The roles of Stanford, Huntington, 
Crocker, Hopkins and other railroad 
kings who took part in that famous 
scene, will be taken by actors of abil¬ 
ity. The actors who will give the life 
and reality to the pictures of the driv¬ 
ing of the last spike will be no mere 
dummies, but active characters, who 
will play their several parts in a hu¬ 
man way, and will reproduce a scene 
in history with startling vividness. 
The “makeup” and costumes will fol¬ 
low the descriptions and photos of the 
men who made the historic picture, 
and the stage business is to be strictly 
according to directions and rehearsal. 

On some of the floats there is little 
to be done by the theatrical mechan¬ 
ics, the work technically coming un¬ 
der the head of building. One of 
these is the magnificent raised throne 
and dais of the queen, which is bpilt 
with the same care and strength and 
ideas as to beauty, as if it were for 
permanent use in a royal procession.

In many others the scenes are laid 
upon a mere platform, the effects be¬ 
ing produced in the same way as in 
the theater. 

Scores of these stage pictures, 
peopled with real characters in the 
costumes and accessories of then- 
parts, will be in the great historic 
pageant which is to form the closing 
spectacle of the festival—all vitally 
interesting scenes, convincing in re¬ 
spect to their accuracy, picturesque 
and imposing; the history-making 
scenes of last century—the Francis¬ 
can mission building and the Spanish 
settlement and colonization of the 
California and the later succession of 
periods—the gold-seeking time, the 
raising of the bear flag, the admission 
of the state, the coming of the rail¬ 
ways, and the rest. 

Besides the moving pictures in the 
pageant, there will be seven of the 
largest floats ever built in the United 
States. These, representing various 
scenes typical of California, will he 
outlined in electric bulbs of various 
colors, each carrying 16,000 candle- 
power, and will be fitted with a pump¬ 


ing plant for working fountains, 
waterfalls, and other realistic naturai 
effects. They will be the most com¬ 
plete and artistic things of their kind 
ever seen in the country. 

These stationary electric floats will 
he placed at intervals along the line 
of march of the pageant and will be 
utilized as hand stands from which 
music from hidden bands will he fur¬ 
nished all night long for the maskers 
and revelers who will follow the pa¬ 
geant and continue in their merry-’ 
making until morning. Among the 
pictures to be completed are; Yo- 
semite Valley, Shasta Springs, Santa 
Barbara Mission with arbor and mod¬ 
ern residence, Mount Hamilton, 
Chinatown, and Mount Shasta, be¬ 
sides a larger allegorical representa¬ 
tion of the North Pole. Each float 
will carry two pumps raising 1600 
gallons per minute. The work Is be¬ 
ing done by a corps of workmen un¬ 
der the direction of Otto S. Schiller, 
the engineer of the Portola Festival, 
and the painting is being managed by 
Miss Wishaar, the only woman scenic 
artist in the country.
